STINGERS FACE REDMEN IN PLAYOFFS 


Men‘s Update: The Stingers wrapped up their regular season with a 3-1 loss to Queen's 
(Feb. 18). Concordia finished with a 14-10-2 record, their best since the 1983-84 season. 
Stinger Captain Mark Mahon (Vankleek Hill, Ont.) completed the season with 14 goals 
and 50 assists to finish second in 0.U.A.A. scoring. Richard Laplante (Boucherville, 
Que.) took third place in leaque scoring with 28 goals and 33 assists in 25 games 


played.

Playoff Outlook: The Stingers have yet to defeat the Redmen this season finishing with a 
0-3-1 record. However, their most recent encounter resulted in a 5-5 O.T. tie (Feb. 10). in 
the three league games played this season, McGill has outscored Concordia 16-10 while 
outshooting them 137-90. In the series, the three leading scorers for each team were Tim 
lannone (5-2-7), Martin Raymond (4-2-6) and Paul Grech for McGill. The maroon and gold 
were led by Richard Laplante (2-6-8), Mark Mahon (0-7-7), and John Gravelle 
(2GP: 3-1-4). 


McGill goalie Jamie Reeve finished the season with a GAA. of 2.64 while Robert 
Desjardins had aG.A.A. of 3.54, despite playing behind six rookie defenceman. 


In Concordia’s last game against McGill (Feb. 10), the Stingers limited league leading 
scorer Mario de Benedictis and career scoring leader Tim Iannone to one point each.

Wrestling Update: The Stingers competed in the C.1.A.U. qualifier Feb. 18 in Sackville, N.B. 
Concordia took a giant step toward their sixth consecutive C.1.A.U. Wrestling title qualifying nine 
wrestiers for the National final March 4, 1989. 


Concordia dominated the A.U.A.A. championship, winning 26 of 27 matches. The 
Stingers were led by defending C.1.A.U. champions Andy Borodow (Montreal, Que.) and Rob 
Dawson (Windsor, Ont.). Borodow (6'-27S) won the heavyweight division while Dawson took 
the 126 lb. category. Other winners included Dave Mendelsohn (Montreal, Que.), Mike 
Meekins (Saskatoon, Sask.), Anthony Merlo (Montreal, Que.), Chris Villeneuve (Ottawa, 
Ont.), Tom Rebelo (London, Ont.) and Dwayne Zachar ie (Montreal, Que. ). 


Mike Pratt (Osgoode, Ont.), amember of the Stinger Hockey program , won two of 
the required three matches in the 209 Ib. category, and qualified for the nationals. Pratt had 
been wrestling with the team only two weeks.
